Roosevelt was nominated by the Progressive convention six minutes after 


Hughes had been nominated.

The \o(? for Hughes was overwhelmingly in his favor from the time

CHICAGO, JUNE 10.—Theodore Roosevelt notified the Progressive1 convention 


that he could not accept his nomination as that party's candidate for president and 
asked that his conditional refusal be placed in the hands of the Progressive National 
Committee until it could examine the statement issued by Charles £. Hughes accept- 
ing the Republican nomination. 


Roosevelt's conditional refusal was received a few minutes before the Progres- 


sive national convention adjourned sine die at 4:58 o'clock this afternoon. 


The Progressives, if they decide to reject the candidacy of Hughes, face the pros- 


pect of making the race without a presidential candidate in case Roosevelt decides to 
make his refusal definite. 


Political leaders here tonight believe that within a few weeks Roosevelt will is- 


sue a statement accepting Hughes as a candidate and make the pilgrimage to Hughes' 
residence which will mark his return to the party which he disrupted in 1912. 


Those who profess to know, say that the National Committee of the Progressive 


party will in a short time endorse Hughes and accept Roosevelt's refusal.

sentUI to our peace and security; and 
to that call, in this crisis, I cannot fail 
to answer with the pledge of all that 
Is in me to the service of our country. 
Therefore, 1 accept the nomination. 


Stands For American Rights 


"I .stand for the lirm and unftinch- 
w maintenance of all the rights of 


American citizens on Tand and sea. I. 
neither impugn motives nor underesti- 
mate dilticuities. But it is most regret- 
tably true that in our foreign recia- 
tioiis, we have suffered incalculably 
from the weak and vacillating course 
which has been taken with regard to 


i-xiro—n cour«e lamentably wrong 


with regard to both our rights and our 
duties. We interfered without consis- 
t<-ncy; and while seeking to dictate 
when we w<-re not concerned, We^ut- 
terly failed to appreciate and dis- 
charge our plain duty to our own citi- 
wns.

More Goods Shipped

For a period of 
nine months the exports exceeded by 
more than $1,000.000,000 the record 
for the corresponding period of any 
preceding fiscal year.

Uncle Sam to Spend $75.000 In Cam-

Uncle Sam IB going to spend $75.000 


in an effort to kill off the "mad" 
coyotes In the Western states. The ap- 
propriation recently made has enabled 
the bureau of biological survey of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture to put flv* Inspectors and 190 
hunters in tbe field. In addition to its 
existing organization. These men are 
to serve in Oregon. Nevada. California 
and Idaho, and along the border in 
Utah. 


The coyote has always been a pest 


to stockmen, but with the advent of 
rabies it has become a serious danger 
to persons as well as to stock. In 
many sections of Oregon. Idaho. Cali- 
fornia and Nevada, parents are afraid 
to send their children to school unless 
they are well guarded, and there is 
always danger that domestic dogs will 
be bitten by the mad animals and 
spread the disease to tho families of 
theii owners.

enemies and, though delicately built, 
possesses amazingly strong claws and 
feet. 
Its tiny eyes are sharp enough 


to detect insects BO small that most 
other species pass them by, and alto- 
gether the creeper fills a unique place 
in the ranks of our Insect destroyers. 
The food consists of minute Insects 
and insects' eggs, also cocoons of 
tineid moths, small wasps, ants, and 
bugs, especially scales and plant lice, 
with some small caterpillars. 
AB the 


creeper remains In the United States 
throughout the year, it naturally se- 
cures hibernating insects and insects' 
eggs, as well as spiders and spiders' 
eggs missed by the summer birds. On 
its bill of fare we find no product ot 
husbandry nor any useful insects.
